The following information was obtained verbally from Navy City Metals representatives. 
 
Process Description:   
Navy City Metals (“the Facility”) receives and processes scrap metal, including cars, from 
commercial sources, the general public, and scrap peddlers . The Facility has a crusher and 
conducts torch cutting. The Facility receives the loads of scrap and separates out different metal 
types for re-sale. The Facility does not have a shredder.  
 
Staff Interview:   
The Facility does not accept refrigerators or other potentially refrigerant-containing appliances 
from peddlers or the general public, with this being stated both by sign next to their scale and on 
their website. If a customer brings a refrigerator or similar appliance, staff will instruct them to 
bring the appliance to either Allbest Appliances or the Olympic View Transfer Station, both in 
Bremerton. Those facilities will recover the refrigerants themselves, and Navy City Metals picks 
up loads of appliances from those locations. These loads contain both appliances with their 
refrigerants recovered and appliances that would have never contained refrigerants. Levi Taylor 
stated that Navy City Metals does not have any contracts on file stating that the two facilities 
would ensure refrigerants are properly recovered, though said he could get that documentation 
from the two locations. The Facility gets roughly two loads per week from Allbest and one load 
per week from the Olympic View Transfer Station. Each load is 2-3 tons each, but only about a 
third of each load is appliances that previously contained refrigerants.  
 
The Facility receives roughly 100 cars per week, though this is variable pending purchases at 
auctions. The Facility does not have any refrigerant recovery equipment on site, though Sam 
Hoskinson stated that they bring a technician down from Allbest on a roughly weekly basis to 
remove refrigerants from the cars/motor vehicle air conditioners (MVACs).

Data Collected and Observations:   
Sam Hoskinson walked Daniel Heins through the Facility. Daniel Heins noted the sign stating 
that they do not accept freezers or refrigerators. Daniel Heins did not see any appliances with cut 
refrigerant lines in the scrap piles.

Compliance Assistance:   
Daniel Heins provided via email links to EPA resources on compliance with ozone depleting 
substances regulations and highlighted the most relevant provisions for the Facility’s operations. 
During the inspection Daniel Heins explained the requirements for safe disposal of appliances 
under Subpart F.  
 
During the inspection conference, Daniel Heins emphasized that the Facility is obligated as a 
final processor to have contracts on file for all suppliers of small appliances drained of 
refrigerants confirming that the suppliers will properly remove all refrigerants prior to delivery.  
 
Concerns: 
Daniel Heins expressed concern that the Facility did not have any records on hand to verify that 
their small appliance suppliers have properly recovered refrigerants.
